2. GEGIN TEXT: 1. AS A PRACTICAL MATTER, IF INDIA EXPLODES 
ANOTHER NUCLEAR DEVICE, IT MUST EXPECT FURTHER US NUCLEAR 
COOPERATION TO END, INCLUDING SUPPLY OF TARAPUR. (PARA) 2. 

LARGELY TECHNICAL PROBLEMS THAT WE SIH TO DISCUSS IN THE 
PROPOSED NEGOTIATIONS INCLUDE: A. FIRM ARRANGEMENTS FOR
